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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The examiner has withdrawn the objection to the 
specification in light of the amendment submitted by the applicant. 

In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation "system for protecting a computer device from unauthorized access" has not been 
given patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where 
it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the 
preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 
190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). Furthermore, the teachings of 
Alvarez are directed towards copy protection, see title and abstract. Since the content is protected on the computing system from 
unauthorized access, the device secures the information that it is processing. The teachings disclose of a (graphics) controller which 
process the data to produce graphic information representing the data, wherein the graphic information is produced in a graphic format 
inside the protecting system. The (graphics) controller receives the pixel information and stores it a (frame) output buffer which Is then 
provide to a monitor for display, see column 3, line 35 through column 4, line 16. The (frame) output buffer is in the path leading up to the 
monitor for display. 

It is additionally argued that Alvarez fails to disclose "replacing a name extension of a program file received from the source of data with 
another name extension." Alvarez discloses that the received pixel information is converted to a television compatible format signal, see 
column 3, line 66 through column 4, line 4. The examiner is interpreting the format conversion to include renaming of the extension of the 
program file since the format is converted from one form to another which can then be searched by the extension to add in processing of 
the reformatted file. 
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
